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AWARD 
Government of Kerala by Order No. G. O. (Rt.) 267/74 /LBR dated 
16-3-1974 referred the following issue being an industrial dispute existing 
between the above parties for adjudication . The issue referred is the 
foilowing : 

Lock -out wages from 31-8-1973 to 31-1-1974 . 
2. Both the unions and the management appeared in pursuance to 
notice. The first union in their statemeot says that this factory was locked 
out on 31-8-1973 and it was reopened only on 1-2-1974 as per a conciliation 
settlement dated 2-1-1974 . There are reasons set out by the management 
in the notice . They are the go -slow by the workers for 10 days, obstruction , 
humiliation and the assault of the managerial persons by the workers and the 
apprehended danger to the life of themanagerial persons and to the property . 
These are only pretexts to cover a pre-planned attempt of the management 
to close down the establishment temporarily when they found it difficult to 
honour certain commitments. They had pay advance as per the settle 
ment dated 2-1-1973. Because of spirralling prices of necessities the 
workers demanded payment of interim relief at the rate of Rs. 100 per 
worker. They also wanted bonus to be paid for the year 1972-73 before 
Onam . The management said that they cannot pay the interim relief and 
said that bonus will be paid as per the Bonus Act. The workers were not 
prepared to accept this minimum bonus. This information was given to the 
management. The management was represented by a negotiating com 
mittee at the negotiations. Thediscussions on 13th , 17th and 20th of August 
did not yield any result . At this juncture, they wanted Onam advance and 
just to register their protest they reported half an hour late on 21-8-1973. 
There was a notice from the management saying that this is go -slow and 
they continued with their adainant attitude. On 23-8-1973 the union told 
the management that the workers will go on strike on any day after 30th of 
August t press their laim . This was just to accelerąte a decision at least 
by conciliation on the demands. The conciliation conferences were 
scheduled to take place on 25-8-1973 . At this conference also the manage 
ment took an adamant attitude. From the managerial personnel the workers 
came to know that they are not likely to get any benefit from this manage 
ment. They took further steps and staged a Dharna in frontof the 
Administrative Block after working hours on 29-8-1973. The conference on 
25-8-1973 did not yield any result and the conciliation officer advised both 
parties to maintain status-quo . 

On 30-8-1973 at about 10 p . m . the 
management drained out the glass furnace in the presence of p lice. This 
clearly indicated the intention of the management to lock out the factory: 
It could have been avoided since the unions in the previous settlements had 
agreed to provide for a skeletal staff for the maintenance of glass furnace 
even if a strike errupted on 30th . On 31-8-1973 the entire factory was 
patrolled by police and with their assistance the management removed about 
30 workmen who were working inside the factory even before the end of the 
shiſt hour . Workers were prevented from entering the factory thereafter. 
No useful purpose was served by the conciliation conference on 3-9-1973 
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since the management did not participate in it. After this lock -out they 
chargesheeted certain workers purposely to make evidence to justify their 
lock -out. Though the unions tried every method to reopen the factory the 
management resisted all these attempts and protracted an early se tlement. 

3 . The financial difficulties which were very grave in nature actually 
prompted the management to resort to this lock -out. They had no funds. 
The agreement regarding the selling of their products with M /s Crompton & 
Co Ltd., expired on 31-7-1973 and they could not enter into a fresh settle 
ment and products got accumulated . There , was huge arrears of loan 
amount repayable . In view of these financial situations they decided to 
lock -out the factory . The settlement arrived at on 21-5-1974 also would 
show that they had actually no ready cash with them . Under these circum 
stances they locked out the factory and the reason set out by the management 
are all of untrue . It is stated to escape any liability . 

4. The second union says that this lock -out is illegal and violative of 
section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act. They further say that the lock - out 
was malafide. The company waz having financial crisis at that tine. 
During the first week of September the company had to pay the bonus, the 
salary for the month and festival advance, which may come to about 
12 lakhs, and the company had no funds. Further they say that the 
company was over staffed and they wanted to get rid of a number of persons. 
There were a number of trainees and in the absence of a lock -out some of 
them would have completed 210 days and so by lock -out they wanted to 
avoid this. The workers never resorted to any violent activities. They 
further say that they had to pay loan amount to the commercial banks and 
financial institutions and they were facing a finarcial crisis. Their agree 
ment with their sole selling gents has come to an end . For all these reasons 
they declared a lock -out. 

5. In reply to these allegations the management in their reply statement 
traces the beginning of he dispute which ended with lock -out. The unions 
demanded bonus and interim relief and there were discussions and during 
the course of these discussions the unions informed th : management that they 
will resort to a strike on any day after 30-8-1973. They had every indication 
that the workers will go on strike on 31st August or 1st September. Production 
went down and on 31st there was no production at all. - Managerial persons 
were humiliated and embarassed and on some occasionsthey were obstructed . 
The workers used to enter their office in batches threatening them . On 
31-8-1973 a group of workers man - handled two foremen . Engineers and 
Foremen reported that under the then existing situation it was impossible 
to work in the factory . The workers in batches went even to the residence 
of Engineers threatening dire consequences if they continued to work . The 
Chief Engineer from Japan who represented their collaborators in Tokyo 
informed in writing that it is impossible to work in the factory under these 
circumstances. These facts left the management with no alternative but to 
lock out the factory to avoid further disturbancs. The factory is meant for 
production of articles and if nothing can be produced there is no need of 
continuance of the working. The management denies the averınents of the 


unions that this was clamped mainly because of the financial difficulties 
which confronted the management. It is not true to say that the agreement 
with the sole selling agents had come to an end . " Tne Unionswere indulging 
in false propaganda like this . 

6. The management further says that this lock out has nothing to do 
with the financial condition of the management. The companý had 
enough funds at that time to honour their commitments. They had 
financial difficulties which is not uncommon with companies of this type . 
It is the lowlessness , indiscipline, go- slow and impossibility of the managerial 
personnel to run the factory that compelled the management to clainp lock 
out. Series of incidents started from early July , 1973 and it assumed a 
violent turn after 25-8-1973 and this left the management with no option 
but to declare lock out . In the event of total strike there will be total 
collapse of the Glass Furnace which will finally lead to the final 
closure of the factory . If , as stated by the unions, there was provision for a 
skeletal staff to man the Glass Furnace no purpose would be served because 
the furnace will have to be kept burning using about 5000 litres of furnace 
and 1000 litres of L. P. G. with no production . They also anticipated that 
the workers would not permit even a skeletal staff . They got the police 
protection only as per the orders of the High Court. 

7. The management had informed the union that they are prepared 
to pay the minimum bonus and wages. And this proposal was accepted by 
thern later on 25-1-1974 as per settlement. There was provision for linking 
D. A. with the cost of living index and this was sufficic it to neutralise to a 
certain extent the spiralling prices and so the demand for interim relief is 
highly unjust. There was discussion almost on every day after the lock 
out but the unions adopted an adamant attitude, refused a settlement and 
continued with the lock out . Their allegations about the dearness allowance 
etc. are denied . In the settlement also there is no provision for lock out 
wages. For these reasons they say that the workers are not entitled to lock 
out wages. 

3. There is a rejoinder by the first union . They deny all these allega 
tions. They never resorted to go - slow or strike . They repeat that this 
company was on the brink of a financial crisis and the allegation of the 
management otherwise are all incorrect. They further allege that the lock 
out was allowed to continue by the management because of their attitude . 

9. The acting General Secretary of the union is the first witness. He 
is also an employee of this factory He speaks in accordance with the 
statement filed by his union He speaks about the events that led to the 
lock out . He would say that if the Glass furnace is once drained out it may 
tale three months to get it on stream again . The Chief Engineer came to 
know about the lock out only when he reached the factory on that day. 
The sole selling Agent s agreement came to an end . The cash flow 
declined and they were facing an acute financial crisis . The union resorted 
to every method to get the factory reopened and it became impossible 
beur use of the a lamant attitude of the management. The documents are 
provea Exts. W1 to W12. 
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10. In cross le says that he became the acting General Secretary in 1975 
July and before that he was the executive committee acmher and he has not 
taken part in conciliation Conferences. The General Sacretaries of both the 
unions participated in all the conciliation confere ces. He has handled the 
ledger of the company from 1972 . He cannot say wha: was the bank 
balance in different banks as on 30-8-1973. He also does not know what all 
arrangements the management had regarding hypothecation facilities and 
bill discounting facilities, in various financial institutions. T e does not know 
what was the cost of total production per day . The annual turnover comes 
to goods worth about Rs. 2 crores. He had received a chargesheet alleging. 
that he had taken certain figures from the ledger: He gave a reply . That 
was about two days prior to the lo - k out. The wage bill for amnth comes 
to about 3 lakhs. Hehas not participated in any of the officers conferenccs. 
There was increase in the D. A. from January to July. The management 
stated that they cannot pay interim relief because of the increase in dearness 
allowance. The mangement agreed to pay 8 1/3rd per cent of bonus All 
the workers participated in the peaceful Dharna. He is an accused in a 
criminal case in which the allegation is thathe along with certa in other 
workers bad forcefully entered the factory premises during this period . At 
the time of settlement on 25-1-1974 disciplinary proceedings were pending 
against 29 workers. In the settlement it is provided that the management 
will withdraw proceedings against 22 workers and proced with 7 workers. 
There were a number of cases in which workers were involved . 

11. He would say that the workers never tried to prevent the Engincers 
from dra ning out the furnace . He has not seen the agreement with M s 
Crompton . They are supplying to Bengal Lamps also . He would say that 
in 1973 July goods worth about Rs. 15 lakhs were suppled to M /s Crompton 
on the basis of letter of credit. They had several sales offices in various parts 
of India . The worker would say that there was no turn over through sales 
office during 1973-74.. 

12 Former Personnel Officer of this company is the second witness of 
the union . He says that under the then exis : ing conditions the management 
had no alternative but to declare a lockout. As the head of personnel 
department he had also occasion to handle financialmatters of the company. 
The company had no money then even to meet day to day expenses of the 
company and to pay wages. He would say that the management formed a 
comunitiee called Bonus Committee . But in fact it was a lock out committee 
and his job as the Personnel Officer was to provoke workers and make them 
strike work . The chairman of the Board in fact asked him to do this a..d in 
fact he tried his best but it did not yield any result. As a preliminary step 
to lock out they got police protection and the factory was under care of 
police personnel. Since he was given work outside the factory he did not go 
to the factory on 31st. 

13 . In cross he says that he was in the factory only fron 22-6-1973 to 
4-9-1973 but he does not know whether his service was tirminated on 
4-9-1973 . Hehas not received any papers from the company. He admits 
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that Ext, MI contains his signature, but the company did not give him the 
original of it. On 4-9-1973 he received a sum of Rs. 1092 being his salary 
till that day and he passed a receipt for this. After leaving this company he 
has done various jobs. Hewould say that while he was working he used to 
send confidential reports to themanaging director. He used to mention the 
attitude of the staff in these reports . There were rowdy elements and 
naxalites among the staff in the l actory . He reported to the management 
that with the then existing staff three factories of this type could be run. He 
was drawing a consolidated salary of Rs. 1000. One of the confidential 
reports is marked as Ext.M2. He does not know the financial facilities they 
had in the various banks . He does not know the monthly turn over of this 
company . He has seen the balance sheet, but he does not remember the 
facts. He has not made enquiries about the events in the factory after his 
exit from service . He does not know how much finished products were there 
on 31-8-1973 . He tried to provoke the workers by various methods. One 
of them was to deny food prepared using rice in the canteen . When the 
management denied this there was a general clamour for it, and finally they 
had to be given Bananas. Chargesheets were issued against certain union 
officials. He would further say that the workers very intelligently escaped 
these provocations. 

14. The only witness examined on behalf of the Management is the then 
GeneralManager of the company . He speaks in accordance with the reply 
statement and proves their documents. While he tried to settle the demands 
through the usual me hods_the workmen adopred 30 -slow tactics resulting 
decline in production . They produced sub-standard products. They 
obstructed officials. They gharaoed certain officials and they were also 
threatening some officers while they were in their residence. The 
cumulative effect of these actions was paralisation of work in ihe factory . 
They even attempted to sabotage the glass furnace which is a vital part of 
the company. 

15. In order to meet the de nands raised by the workers he formed a 
bonus committee and offered 34 percent bonus and also agreed to consider 
Onam advance. Despite these measures the unions jointly served a strike 
notice intimating that the workmen and staff will go on strike at any time 
after 30th August, 1973. He addressed the Labour Department to intervene 
in the matter and to advise the workers to desist from any activities to stop 
production in the factory . But instances of violence increased and the 
foreman and Engineers found it difficult to continue with the working of the 
factory. They had to request for the intervention of police. He cites a few 
more instances of individual violance resorted to by the workers and 
concludes that there was no safety for the property of the factory or for the 
managerial persons working there. He felt that the situation was very grave 
and accordingly he instructed his Glass Engineer to direct the workmen of 
the Glass furnace to drain out the Glass Furnace to save it but they refused 
to drain out the furnace ani he along with engineers went on 30th 
August, 1973 at about midnight and while they were draining out the 
furnace one or two workmen came and pushed one or two engineers and but

He 
denies that the statement that he had instructed the bonus committee to 
work as a lock out committee . He speaks about the financial position of the 
management. The profit and loss account and other relevant documents 
are proved by him . As on 31-3-1974 their reserves and surplus was 31 lakhs 
as against 28 lakhs in the previous year. He denies the contention of the 
union that the management was not having sufficient funds to pay the wages 
and other dues to the workers. They had facilities to pay the wages, bonus, 
etc. in the first week of September itself . This management has never 
failed to pay dues to their employees. They had enough raw materials in 
stock . He points out the provisions of Ext. M12 and says that the manage 
ment had agreed to pay wages for the month of August within 5 days after 

reopening of the factory though it remained closed for 5 months without any 
: production . Bonus was agreed to be paid within 30 days after the 

reopening . They further agreed to pay one month s wages as additional 
recoverable advance. He would say that these are specially pointed out to 
show the financial stability of the management. He further says that even 
though they have drained out the Glass furnace , they had adequate stock of 
shells and tubes for running their other sections for a period of six months. 
There was agreement to withdraw all criminal cases except those mentioned 
in Ext. M12. Some of the criminal cases are pending even now . He adds 
that during the lock out period they were paying the salary to the officers 
and to the security staff. It came to Rs. 70,000 to 75,000 per month . 
Then he speaks about their position with regard to the sale of their products . 
They have customers like M s Crompton , K. S. E. Board , Bengal Lanips, 
etc. They were not solely depending on any one of these customers 
Statements showing production during various periods are being produced 
and marked . Various notices issued during the lock out period regarding 
negotiations are marked and proved . They further advert to the staternent 
of sales of products sold under their own brand name. 

16. In cross he would say that there was some complaint about the food 
served in the canteen in August. While he was going around the factory 
in a surprise check this was brought to his ,notice. He would say that he 
continues his connections with this management. He admits that lock out

that Ext.MIcontains his signature, but the company did not give him the 
original of it . On 4-9-1973 he received a sum of Rs. 1092 being his salary 
till that day and he passed a receipt for this . After leaving this company he 
has done various jobs. He would say that while he was working he used to 
send confidential reports to the managing director. He used to mention the 
attitude of the staff in these reports. There were rowdy elements and 
naxalites among the staff in the factory . He reported to the management 
that with the then existing staff three factories of this type could be run . He 
was drawing a consolidated salary of Rs. 1000. One of the confidential 
reports ismarked as Ext. M2. He does not know the financial facilities they 
had in the various banks. He does not know the monthly turn over of this 
company. He has seen the balance sheet, but he does not remember the 
facts. He has not made enquiries about the events in the factory after his 
exit from service. He does not know how much finished products were there 
on 31-8-1973.- He tried to provoke the workers by various methods. One 
of them was to deny food prepared using rice in the canteen . When the 
managementdenied this there was a general clamour for it, and finally they 
had to be given Bananas. Chargesheets were issued against certain union 
officials . He would further say that the workers very intelligently escaped 
these provocations. 

14. The only witness examined on behalf of the Management is the then 
GeneralManager of the company. He speaks in accordance with the reply 
statement and proves their documents. While he tricd to settle the demands 
through the usualmethods the workmen adopred go -slow tactics resulting 
decline in production .

He addressed the Labour Department to intervene 
in the matter and to advise the workers to desist from any activities to stop 
production in the factory . But instances of violence increased and the 
foreman and Engineers found it difficult to continue with the working of the 
factory. They had to request for the intervention of police. He cites a few 
more instances of individual violance resorted to by the workers and 
concludes that there was no safety for the property of the factory or for the 
managerial persons working there.

They further advert to the statement 
of sales of products sold under their own brand name. 

16. In cross he would say that there was some complaint about the food 
served in the canteen in August. While he was going around the factory 
in a surprise check this was brought to his , notice . He would say that he 
continues his connections with this management. He admits that lock out 
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was during the period of conciliation . The company has participated in the 
meeting held on 25-8-1973 . Nobody stated in the conciliation that the 
factory should not be locked out. He does not remember to have 
partic pated in the conciliation conference on 25-8-1973 . He was aware of 
the law that lock out during the period of conciliation is illegal. 

17. He is asked about their sales. He admits tha “ substantial portion of 
their production is lifted by M /s Crompton . He admits that Ext. M19 shows 
that they did not lif: any product in August, 1973 Hesays that letters of 
credit are open from time to time through bank against which supplies are 
made. The standard of products went down in August and the company 
was not in a posision to meet the requirements of Crompton . The quality 
started becoming poor from July , 1973. There were a number of complaints 
about this . A number of consignments were rejected by customers like 
Crompton . Then he is asked about the various details of production and he 
gives answers. He admit that they had trouble in production even before 
July, 1973 He repeats that they had no financial trouble but he admits that 
there is mention about the financial difficulty in Ext. M5. There was a 
demand for Olian advance in 1973 and there was also demand for bonus. 
Salary is being paid before 7th of next month . He says it is not correct 

say that by locking out they have avoided payment of bonus 
advance and wages. There was no offer by the workers to come 
and prepare muster rolls. The management had to prepare and pay the 
August Salary. Though they received å letter from the union they did not 
think it fit to sent a reply.because the workers were violent and negotiations 
were going on to reopen the factory and they thought that payments can 
be raade after the settlement. He would emphatically deny the suggestion 
that the management had no money to pay the wages for this period . He 
ad nits that the company was accepting fixed deposit from general public 
which ledescribes as the modern way of financing the company . He denics 
the suggestion that they were not giving back deposits to depositors. They 
have wot defaulted in the repayments of debts but they have asked 
for rescheduling the repayments. Interest increased from 3.45 lakhs 
to 9.1 lakhs in 1973-74. This exhorbitant increase in the interest does not 
show that the company is in a bad financial position . He would say that 
the workers were violent. They intentionally broke gas lines, water lines , 
etc. and they removed essential tools from the regular places. When there 
were previous the strikes the unions had provided sķelton staff in Glass 
Furnace. He would say that this time the unionswere not prepared to 
provide even for this . He never gave post dated cheques to the officers 
towards their salary . He would say that the production had parallysed 
since the workers had placed their demands. The watch and ward staff 
were inside the factory during the lock out period . The Labour Depart 
anent had asked the management to take steps to reopen the factory . 
Certain questions are answered by him in re also . 

18. There existed 2 unions at the timeof the lock out and during the 
period of reference also there were 2 unions but with effect from 14-7-1974, 
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there is only Toshiba Anand Lamp Employees Union in which th Staff 
Association merged . The case of the union is that even fron April , 1973 
this management was facing a huge financial crisis. They had no money 
to pay certain liabilities and the crisis deepened and by August they found 
it difficult to meet the day to day expenses. In order to ride over this 
situation they resorted to this method of locking out the factory in the name 
of certain specific situations. In fact lock out on the ground of financial 
crisis had to be avoided . So they thought of this even in early 1973 nd 
the top officers were requisitioned to think of ways and means to inplement 
this decision . 

19. Emphasis of the union is on the financial bankruptcy of the 
management which prompted them to resort to this lock out just to escape 
the liability of paying wagºs to the workers WW2who was the personel 
Officer immediately before the lock out speakes at length about thi aspect. 
He would say that under the ihen existing circumstances there was no way 
out except a lock out. He would say that they had no funds even to pay 
the wages of the staff and cfficers. Some of the officers were paid their 
salary in instalments and some received post dated cheques towards their 
salary . The management emphatically denies these contentions. If the 
version of the union is correct in the serse that their financial position was 
so bad as to warrant a situation wherein they had no alternative but to do 
this then there is some truih in the union s contention . There is the oral 
testimony of wwi regarding this. He is the acting general secretary 
of the union . He says that this management had agreements with 
M /s . Crompton for sales of their products and that agreement came 
to an end towards the beginning of 1973 and furiher negotiations did not 
achieve any result. He would say that the cash fluw had come to a stand 
still. The management denies these contentions and they have produced 
a number of documents and MW1 the then man ger speaks about this 
aspect. WWI was specifically asked whether he has got any direct 
knowledge about the financial position of this management. He admits 
that he has no idea about the financial facilities extended to this manage 
ment by different Barks. WW2 also was cross-examined about this. He 
also says that he has no idea about the facilities afforded to this management 
by d.fferent banks. So on behalf of the union there is only the oral 
testimony . 

20. On the side of the management there is evidence of MWI, the then 
General Manager. He proves a number of documents. He says that they 
had facilities trom commercial banks and institutions like I. D. B I. , 
I. C. I. C., etc. They had the overdraft facilities also from s me of thes 
institutions. Ext. Mi4 is the profit and less account and balance sheet 
for the year 1973-74 . He would say that this management did not suffer 
any loss till 1973-74 . This is the first year in which they sustained any 
loss and it amounted to 35 lakhs and they attribute this to the comple : 
stoppage of work in the factory for 5 months from 31-7-1973 to 31-1-1974 . 
MWi further adds that in spite ofthis stoppage ofwork for 5 months they 
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had made a margin of profit without taking into account the interest and 
depreciation . He further says that they used to pay wag 3 and salary 
within time and they never failed to do this. He refers to Ext, M12. It 
is agreed that by Clause 11 themanagement has agreed to pay salary for 
August, 1975 within 5 days from commencement of work . They also 
agreed to pay various amounts within the agreed time. MWI says that 
there are agreementwith Crompton and K.S. E. B. for supply of tunes and 
lamps. They were in force at the relevant time. The statements regarding 
p oduction during the months from January to August, 1973 are produced . 
This has not been challenged and these documents and the evidence of 
MWIwould show that the management was nnt facing a crisis necessitating 
to plan of a dubious nature to escape the liability of paying wages to the 
workers. Moreover if the union was so much in the know of things and 
they had an idea of financial crisis of the management they would not have 
pres ed their demands . These demands are contained in lettere addressed 
by the union to the management. Wl is a letter dated 24-7-1973. W2 is 
the demand dated 23-7-1973. The general body of the union resolved to 
request the management to pay Rs. 100 to each worker as an interim relief. 
The management by Ext. Wi dated 24-7-1973 informed that they have not 
the capacity to pay this amount, and they cannot shoulder the additional 
financial burden . The workers had demanded for bonus in addition to 
this. The management took a stand that they can pay only 8-1 /3rd of the 
annual earnings as honus for the year 1972-73 . The District Labour 
Officer had initiated conciliation proceedings. If the unions knew that the 
finarcial position of the management was so bad then they would not have 
chosen this particular time to press the demand for an interim relief of 
Rs. 100 and bonus over and above 8-1/3rd which the management, agreed 
to pay . The union on 23-8-1973 wrote a letter marked as Ext. w5 
saying ihat they have resolved unanimously to go on a strike on any day after 
30th August. They said that they will intimate the actual date of 
commencement of strike on 30-8-1973 . So if the union had any advance 
information about the financial position of the management they would not 
have placed such demands and when the management was prepared to pay 
minimum bonus they would have been satisfied with this . The two unions 
united together to press their demands jointly and even for launching 
their str ke thy felt that here is a management who is adamant just to 
tave themoney and escape the payment while actually they had the 
financial capacity to meet the demands raised by the workers. In this 
context the next question is whether the management was justified in 
s esorting to this lock out. There is the lock out notice issued . Certain 
reasons are also mentioned in this letier. The notice is Ext. W9. There 
is reference to yo slow and considerable reduction in production . There 
is allegation that the managerial personnel were obstructed by the workers 
and some of them were even humiliated . The workers threatened and 
nised alusive and vulgar language. They further say that some of their 
firem were manhandled on 31-8-1973. The question is whether there is 
truth in these allegations, 
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21. The management contends that the workers adopted a go -slow 
policy as a result of which there was reduction in the amount of products 
manufactured . They refer to certain statements filed by them . Ext. M17 
shows the production of Iube lights from 1.1-1973 to August, 1973. In 
January, 1973 it was about 80,000 piece and in August it was about 85,000 
pieces. The pr duction of G. L. S. was 99,000 pieces in January , 1973 and 
it came to 51,000 in August, 1973. It has to be noted that in some mon hs 
it reached over a lakh of pieces. It cannot be stated that there is consid 
rable reduction in the manufactured items. But it is to be nuted that there 
is some reduction . 

22. Then the management refers to the change in the attitude of the 
workers which caused indiscipline in the factory . In referring to the entire 
situation a brief descriptions of events that led to the situation is necessary. 
The workers by their letter dated 23-7-1973 made a demand for all interim 
benefit of Rs. 100 for each worker. Their demand for bonus was pending 
with the manag ent at that time. The management on the very next day 
itself said that they are not in a position to meet this additional financial 
burden because of their incapacity . Regarding their demand for bonus the 
man gement replied by Ext. W3 dated 21-8-1973 that the company can pay 
only 81 % of the total earn ngs. Because of the trading results of the 
company they are bound only to pay this much . It is further pointed out 
in this letter ihat they need declare bonus only before the end of November . 
In this letter there is reference to the method of go -slow adopted by the 
workers. By another letter Ext. W4 the unions wanted the management 
to pay Onam Festival advance before 25-8-1973. On 23-8-1973 they gave 
a notice stating that the unions have decided to go on strike on any day 
after the 30.h of this month . The union now says that the management 
was struggling even to make payment of wages and salary to their wɔrkers 
and there was considerable financial strain and in respect of this they pla.cu 
thesc demands like interim relief and excess bonus . The management 
expressed their inability to meet this demand and said that they are 
prepared to pay the bonus which they are bound to pay as per the law , 
Despite this the unions said that they will go on strike on any day after 
30th . It is point d out by the management that their glass furance is a 
costly and sensitive part and once it is tampered with when it is in operating 
condition that will mar the whole struciure and they may even loose it. 
Some of the important components are imported and if it is disrupted it may 
take a long time to start it again . When the manarement received their 
notice that the workers will go on strike on any day after 30th and that too 
when the unions themselves are aware that the management is in a very bad 
shape as per financial circumstances they say that they had no alternative 
but to drain out the glass furnace and avoid its disuribution in the event of 
a strike. They refer to a report given by Works Engineer marked as 
Ext .M21. 

23. The workers would contend that they had no intention of striking 
work as per the notice. More over they say that there is provision loi 
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providing a skeltel staff in the event of a strike and that would have been 
sufficient to continue with the working of the glass furnace. 

The manage 
ment says that this would mean the keeping up of temperature of the furnace 
at a particular level consuming a large quantity of furnace oil, liquid 
petroleum gas and other serviccs like Oxygen and electricity. This is 
required in large quantity to keep the furnace at the appropriate tempera 
ture so that the glass i not solidified . This aspect is not disputed by the 
union . So if the workers had started their strike as per their last letter the 
management would be compelled to incur huge expenditure just to keep the 
temperature of furnace . So they drained out and the workers at no time 
pointed outthat there is no likelyhood of strike though there is the threat in 
their letter. 

24. Their TechnicalCllaborators in Tokyo had sent a Chief Engineer 
who was working in their factory and he had sent reports to his office in 
Tokyo . Ext. M7 is a copy of that letter. This is also dated 31-8-1973. 
There is general reference of indiscipline among the workers in the factory . 
There is the reference to the situation in the factory as on 31-8-1973 in a 
letter addressed by the union to the District Labour Officer . They say that 
the management is intending to declare a lock out. Before that they 
admitted that the factory is full of police-men with drawn buyonets in all 
the working places. They further add that the furances has been dried with 
the help of engineers at about 2-30 a . m . on that day. All these facts are 
indicative of a tense situation in the factory . 

25. So from the facts discussed above the whole situation can be 
summarised as follows: There were two unions in existence at the time of 
strike . There is a merger afterwards The office bearers who were in 
charge of the situation and who initiated the talks and who issued the strike 
notice and who faced the situation then have not come before this court to 
tender evidence regarding the actual position . There is reference to the 
financial position of the man gement at that time just to show that they 
were purposely planning a closure in the name of a lock out just to escape 
the liability of paying wages. WW1 has not succeeded in establishing this 
aspect apart from saying that their cash balance was negiigible at that time. 
There is admission that the workers had conducted a Dharna and again 
there is admission of the union that the police were posted in all the 
important location in the factory just one or two days prior to this lock out. 
There is the strike notice issued by the unions. There was some amount of 
reduction in the products manufactured . There are reports referring to the 
indicipline of the workers generally. ww2, the t en per.ome officer 
examined on bchalf of the union says that he has also attempted to provoke 
the workers to do omething. The top officers including their engineer 
deputed from their Collaborators in Tokyo had expressed helplessness in 
working with the situation prevailing in the factory . The balance sheet 
show that they suffered huge loss in this year whereas they made profits 
during all the previous years. This year s loss was caused by the lock out 
of the factory for 5 months. It was not a losing concern . Under these 
circumstances I find that the lock out at that particular time was justified 
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on the part of themanagement. The workers or unions had at no time 
after this approached this minagement expressing their willingness to co 
operate with the management in lifting or opening the factory. Conciliation 
talks were going on and it was finally settled with the terms agreed to by 
the management, which vere not better than those offered by the manage 
ment before the lockout. It cin be stated that by this agitation there was 
no gain by the workers. In these circumstances no questioning of 
apportioning the liability . Hence I find that the workers are not entitled 
to any lockout wages . 

I pass this award as stated above and this a ward shall come into force 
on the expiry of 30 days afcer its publication in the Government Gazette .

and do all such things as the Company is authorised to exercise and do in 
relation to its undertakings. 

(2 ) The Central Government may appoint one or more individuals 
or a Government company as the Custodian of the undertakings of the 
Company in relation 10 which no direction has been made by it under 
subsection (1 ) of section 6 . 

10. Duty of persons in charge of management of the undertakings of the 
company to deliver all assets, etc.- (1) On the vesting of the management of 
the undertakings of the company in a Government company or on the 
appointment of a Custodian , all per ons in charge of the management of 
the undertakings of the company immediately before such vesting or 
appointment, shall be bound to deliver to theGovernment company or the 
Custodian , as the case may be, all assets, books of account, registers or other 
documents in their custody relating to the undertakings of such company. 

(2 ) The Central Government may issue such directions as it may 
deem desirable in the circumstances of the case to the Government company 
or the Custodian as to its or his powers and duties and the Government 
comp ny or Custodian may also, if it or he so desires , apply to the Central 
Government at any time for instructions as to the manner in which the 


management of the undertakings of the company shall be conducted by it 
or hin or in relation to any other matter arising in the course of such 
management. 

(3 ) The Custodian shall receive from the funds of the undertakings 
of the Company such remuneration as the Central Government may fix and 
shall hold office during the pleasure of the Central Government. 

11. Accounts and audit. — The Custodian of the undertakings of the 
company shall maintain an account of the undertakings of the Company in 
such form and manner and under such conditions as may be prescribed 
and the provisions of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956), shall apply to 
the audit of the account so maintai..ed as they apply to the audit of the 
accounts of a company. 

CHAPTER V 
PROVISIONS RELATING TO THE EMPLOYEES OF THE COMPANY 
12. Employment of certain employees to continue.- (1) Every person who 
is a workman within the meaning of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 
of 1947), and has been , in mediately before the appointed day , employed in 
any undertaking of the Company shall become, on and from the appointed 
day, an employee of the Central Government or, as the case may be, of the 
Government company in which the right, title and interest of the Company 
ir relation to its undertakings, have vesied under this Act, and shall hold 
office or service under the CentralGovernment or the Government comp? ny, 
as the case may be, with the same rights and privileges as to pension , 
gratuity and other matters as would have been admissible to him if there 
had been no such vesting and shall continue to do so unless and until his 
employment under the CentralGovernment or the Government company , 
as the case may be, is duly terminated or until his remuneration and other 
conditions of service are duly altered by the Central Government or the 
Government company, as the case may be. 

(2 ) Every person who is not a workman within the meaning of the 
Industrial Di putes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947 ), and who has been , immediately 
before the appointed day , employed in any undertaking of the Company 
shall become, as from the appointed day, an employee of the Central 
Government or the Government company, and shall hold office or service 
therein by the same tenure, at the same remuneration and upon the same 
terms and conditions and with the same rights and privileges as to pension 
and gratuity and other matters as would have been admissible to hiin if 
the undertakings of the Company had not been transferred 10 , and vested 
in , the CentralGovernment of the Government company, and shall continue 
to do so unless ar.d until his em loyment in the Central Government or 
the Government Company is duly terminaled or until his remuneration , 
terms a d conditions of employment are duly altered by the Central 
Government or the Government company, as the case may be. 

( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 ( 14 of 1917), or in any other law for the t me being in torce, the 
transfer of the services of any officer or orber person employed in any 
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undertaking of the company to the Central Government or the Government 
company shall not entitle such officer or other employee to any compen . 
sation under this.Act or under any other law for the time being in force 
and no such claim shall be entertained by any court, tribunal or other 
authority . 

(4) Where, under the terms of any contract of service or otherwise, 
any persan , whose services become transferred to the Central Government 
or the Government compiny by reason of the provisions of this Act, is 
en itled to any arrears of saliry or wages or any payments for any leave not 
availed of or any other payment, rot being payment by way of gratuity or 
pension . such pirson may enforce hi: claim against the Company, but not 
against the CentralGovernment or the Government company. 

13. Provident and other funds.- (1) Whire the Company has esta . 
blished a provident, superannuation , welfare or other fund for the ben . fit of 
the persons emploved in any of the undertakings of the Companv, the monies 
relatable to the officers or other employees, whose services have become 
trans erred by or u . der this Act to the Central Government or the Gover 
ment company, shall, o rt of the monies standing, on the appo nted day, to 
the credit ofsuch provident, si perannua in, welfare or other find , stand 
transfe red to , and shall vest in , the Central Government or the Government 
company, as the case may be. 

( 2) Themonies which stand transferred under subsection ( 1) to 
the Cent al Government.r the Government company, as the case may be, 
shall be dealt with by that Government or that Government company in 
such manner as or.ay be prescribed . 

CHAPTER VI 

COMMISSIONER OF PAYMENTS 
14. Appointment of Commissioner of Payments:-(1) The Central Gov 
ernment shall , for the pu puse of disbursing the mounts payable to the 
Com any under sections 7 and 8 , by notification , appoint a Comunissioner of 
Payments. 

(2) The CentralGovernment may appoint such other persons as it 
may think fit to assist the Commissi ner and thereupon the Commissioner 
may authorise one or more of such persons also to exercise all or any 
of the powers exercisable by him under this Act and different perso s may 
be authorised to exercise different powers. , 

(3 ) Any prrson anthorised by the Commissioner to exercise any of 
the powers exercisable by the Commissioner may exerci e these powers in 
the same manner and with the same effect as if they have been conferred on 
that person directly by this Act and not by way of authorisation . 

(4 ) The salaries and allowances of the Commissioner and other 
personsappointed under this section shall be defraycd out of the Consoli . 
dated Fund of India. 
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15. Payment by the Central Government to the Commissioner.- ( 1) The 
Central Government shall. within thirty days from the specified date, pay 
in cash , to the Commis irner , for payment to the Compa y 

• (a ) an amount equal to the amount specified in section 7, and 

.(b ) an amount equal to the amount payable to the Company 
under section 8 . 

( 2) A deposit accoint sh - ll be opened by the Cen ral Government in 
favour of the Commissioner, in the Public Account of India , and every 
a mount paid under this Act to the Commisi ner shall be deposited by him 
to the credit of the said lep sit arcount and the said deposit account shall 
be operated by the Commissioner . 

(3) The interest accruing n the amount starding to the credit of 
the deposit account referred 10 n subsection ( 2) shall enure to the benefit 
of the Company . 

16 . Cerlain powers of the Central Government. or Government. company. - 
( 1 ) The Central Government or the Government company, as the ci.se may 
be, shall be entiild to rece ve up to the snecified date, to the exclusion of 
all other arsons, any money dur to the Com any, in relat on to its urder 
takin ; s which h.ve vested in th . Ce tral Gver: ment , or the Government 
company realised after the appointed day notwithstar ding that the realisa 
tion pertains to a period pro- to the appointed day. 

(2 ) The Central Government or the Governmert company, as the 
case à be may make a claim to the C mmissiner with regard to every 
pavment made by it after he aprinted day for discharging any liability of 
the Companir relati n to any period prii r to the appoin ed day ; and every 
sur h . claini shall have prority in accordance with the pri rities attaching, 
under this Art to the mat er in relation to wlich such liability has been 
discharged by the Central Government or the Government company . 

( 3) S.ve as otherwise povided in this Act, ihe liabilities of the 
Compiny in respeto any trinsaction prior to the appointed day, which 
have not been discharged on cr before the speciied date, shall be the 
liabilities of the Compiny. 

17. Claims to bemade to the Commissioner. - Every person having a claim 
against the Company hall i refer uchlaim before the Commissiuner with 
in thirty davs r.om the specified dute: 

Provided tht if the Commissioner i satisfied that the claimant was 
prevented by suſi ient cause fum preferring the claim within the said 
period of thirty days, he may enrertain the claim within a further period of 
Thir y days and not there.. fter. 

18 Priority of claims. The claim ar sing out of the matters, specified 
in tle Shedule hali have priorities in , accordance with the following 
principles, namely: -- 

( a ) Category I will have precedence over all other categories and 
Category II will have precedence over Category III, and so on ; 
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(b ) the claims specified in each of the categories, except Category 
VI, shall rank equally and be paid in full , but, if the amount is insuffi 
cientto meet such claims in full , they shall abate in equal proportious 
and be paid accordingly ; 

(c) the liabilities specified in Category VI shall be discharged , 
subject to the priorities specified in this sectie n , in accordance with the 
terms of the secured loans and the priority , inter se, of such loans; and 

(d ) the question of discharg ng any liability with regard to a 
matter specified in a lower category shall arise only if a surplus is leſt 
alter meeting all the liabilities specified in the immediately ligher 

category 
19. Examination of claims. (1) On receipt of the claims made under 
section 17 , the Commissioner shall a range the claims in the order of prio 
rities specified in the Schedule and examine the same in accord.nce with 
such order of priorities. 

(2) If, on exam nation of the cla ms, the Commissionu is of pinion 
that the amount paid to him under this Act is not sufhcient to meet the 
liabilities specified in any lower Category . 

he shall not be requird to 
examine the claims in respect of sucu luwer calígory. 

20. Admission or rejection of claims.- (1) After examining the claimswith 
reference to the priorities set out in the Schedule, the Comm ssionei shull fix 
a certain date on or before which every claimant shull tile the proof of his 
claim or be excluued from the benefit of the disbursements inade by the 
Commissioner. 

( 2) Not less than fourteen days notice of the date so fixed shall be 
given by advei tisement in one issue of a daily newspaper in English langu 
age and in one issue of such uaily newspapa in tuc iegional language as 
the Commissioner may consider suitab c , and every such notice shall ca.l 
upo.. the claimant to file the proud of his claim with the Commissioner with 
in the time specificd in the advertisement. 

( 3) . Every claimant who fails to file tue proof of his claim within 
the timespecified by the Commissioner shall be excluded from the disburse . 
ments made by the Commissioner . 

(4 ) Tne Commissioner shall, after such investigation as may, in his 
opini un , be necessary and after giving the company an opportunity of re 
futing the claim and after giving the claimant a reasonable op ortu ity of 
being heard , in writing, aumit or reject the claim in wlio.c ur in part. 

(5 ) The Commissioner shll have the power t , regulate his owa 
procedure in all matters arising out of the d scharge of his functions, 
including the place or places at which he will hold his sittings and shall , 
for the purpose of making an invest.gation u..der this Act, have the s.me 
powers as are vested in . civil court under the Code of Civl Procedure , 
1908 (5 of 1908 ),while trying a suit , in respect of the following matters, 
namely : 

(a ) the summoning and enforcing the attendance of any witness 
and examining him on oath ; 
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(b ) the discovery and production of any document or other mate . 
rial object producible as evidence ; 

( c) the receptio. of evidence on affidavits ; 

( d ) the issuing of any commission for the examination of wit 
nesses . 

(6 ) Any investigation before the Commissioner shall be deemed to 
pe a judici 1 proceeding within the meaning of sections 193 and 228 of the 
Indian Penal Code (45 of 186 ) and the Commissioner shall b : di emcd to 
be a civil court for the purposes of section 345 and Chapter XXVI of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974 ). 

(7 ). A claimant who is dissatisfied with the decision of the Comin s. 
sioner , may prefer an appeal against the deci ion to the principal civil 
court of rigin.l jurisdiction within the loc.I limits of whose jurisdiction the 
registered office of the Company is situated : 

Provided that where a person who is a Judge of a High Court is 
appo nted to be the Commissioner , the appeal shell lie to the High Court 
at Calcutta , and such appe I shall be heard and disposed of by not less 
than two Judges of that High Court. 

21. Disbursement of money by the Commissioner te claimants . - After admitting a 
claim und :r this Act, the amount due in re pect of such claim sh.11 
be paid by the Commissioner to the person or persons to whom such sums 
are due, and , on such payınent, the liability of the Company in respect 
of such claim shall stand discharged. 

22. Disbursement of amounts to the Company.- (1) If, out of the monies paid 
to him in relation to the undertakings of the Comp.ny, there is a balance 
left after meeting the liabilities as specified in the Schedule, the Commis 
sioner shall disburse such balance to the Company. 

(2) Where the possession of any ma hinery, equipment or other 
properiy , has vested in the Central Government or a Govern:nent company 
under this Act, but such machinery, equipment or other property does not 
belong to the Copiny , it shall be lawful for the Central Government or 
the Government Company to continue to possess such machinery or equip . 
ment or other p.operty on the same ierms and conditions under which they 
Were possessed by the Company immediately before the 1st day of April , 
1975 . 

23. Undisbursed or unclaimed amount to be deposited to the general revenue acco 
unt.-- Any money paid to the Commissioner which remains undisbursed or 
unclaimed for a period of three years from the last day on which the dis 
bursement wasmade shall be transferred by the Commissioner to the general 
revenue ..ccount of the Central Government; but a cicim to any money so 
transferred may be preferred to the Central Government by the person 
ent,tled to such payment and shall be dealt with as if such transfer had not 
been made, the order, f, any, for payment of the claim being treated as an 
order for the refund of the revenue. 
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CHAPTER VIT 

MISCELLANEOUS 
24. Act to have overriding effect. The provisions of this Act shall have 
effect notwithstanding anything inconsistent iherewith cintained in any other 
law for the time being in force or in any instrument having effect by virtue 
of any law other than this Act, or in any decree or order of any court 
tribunal or other authority. 

25. Contracts to cease to have effect unless ratified by the Central Government 
of Government company.- ( 1). Every contract entered into by the company in 
relation to its undertakings for any service , sale or supply, and in force 
immediately before the appointed day ,, shall, on and froin the expiry of one 
hundred and eighty days from the date of promulgation of the Ordinance, 
cease to have eñect unless such contract is , before the expiry of that period , 
ratified , in writing, by the Central Government or Government company, 
and, in ratif , ing such contract, the Central Government or Government 
company may make such alteration or modification therein as it may 
think fit: 

Provided that the Central Government or Government company shall 
not omit to ratify a contrart, and shall not make any alteration or m di 
fication in a contract, unless it is satisfied that such contract is unduly 
onerous or has been entered into in bad faith or detrimental to the interests 
of the Central Government or the Government company. 

(2 ) The CentralGovernment or Government company shall not omit 
to ratify a contract, and, shall not make any alteration or modificatio 1 
therein , except after giving to the parties to ihe contract a reasonable oppor. 
tunity of being heard and except after recording , in wri ing , its reasons for 
rclusal to ratify the contract or for making any alteration or modification 
therein . 

26. Protection of action taken in good faith .--- (1) No suit, prosecution 
or other legal proceeding shall lie against the CentralGovernment or any 
officer of that Government or the Cust dian or the Government company or 
any officer or other person authorised by that Government or Government 
company for anything which is in good faith done or intended to be done 
under this Act. 

(2 ) No suit or other legal proceeding shall lic against the Central 
Government or any of its officers or other employees or the Government 
company or any officer or other person authorised by that company for any 
damage caused or likely to be caused by anything which is in good faith 
done or intended to be done under this Act. 

27. Delegation of powers.--- (1) The CentralGoverninent may, by notie 
fication , direct that all or any of the powers exercisable by it undes this Act, 
other than the power conferred by section 30, may also be exercised by such 
person or persons as may be specified in the notification . 


(2) Whenever any delegation of power is made under subsection (1), 
the person to whom such power has been delegated shall act under the 
direction , control and supervision of the Central Government. 

28. Penalties.--Any person who, 

(a) Having in his possession custody or control any property forming 
part of any undertaking of the company, wrongfully withholds such 
property from the Central Government or Government company; or 

(b ) Wrongfully obtains possession of, or retains, any property 
forming part of any undertaking of the company or wilfully withholds or 
fails to furnish to the Central Government or Government c mpany or 
any person or body of persons specified by that Government or Govern 
ment company, ny document relating to such undertaking which may 
be in his possession , custody or control or fails to deliver to the Central 
Government or Government company or any person or hody of persons 
specified by thut Government or Government company , any asses, books 
of account, registers or other documents in his possession , custody or 
control relating to the undertaking of the company; or 
· (c ) Wrongſully removes or lestroys any property forming part of 
any undertaking of the company or prefers any claim under this Act 
which he knows or has reasonable cause to believe to be false or grossly 

inaccurate, 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to two years, or wiih fine which may extend to ten thousand 
rupees, or with both . 

29 . Offences by companies.- (1) Where an offence under this Act has 
been committed by a company every person who at the time the offence 
was committed was in charge of, and was responsible to the company for 
the conduct of the busin ss of the company, as well as the company, shall be 
deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proced 
against and punished accordingly : 

Provided that nothing contained in this subsection shall render any 
such person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence was 
committed without his knowledge o that he had exercised all due diligence 
to prevent the commission of such offence . 

(2) Notwithsta: ding anything contaiced in subsection (1), where any 
offence under this Act has been committed by a company and it is proved 
that the oflence has been committed with the consent or conniva ce of, or 
is a tributable to any neglect on the part of, any director , manager , 
secietary other officer of the company, such director, manager, 
secretary or other officer shall be deemed to be guilty of that offence and 
shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly . 

Explanation. - For the purposes of this section , 

(a ) “ Company" means any body corporate and includes a firm or 
other association of individuals; 


or 
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(b ) " director” , in relation to a firm , means a partner in the firm . 

30. Power to make tules.- ( 1) The CentralGovernmentmay , by noti 
fication , make rules for carrying out the provisions of this Act. 

( 2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the fore. 
going power , such rules may provide for all or any of the following matters, 
namely : 

(a ) The time within which , and the manner in which , an intimation 
shall be given to the Commissioner under subsection ( 3) of section 4 ; 

(b ) The form and the manner in which , and the conditions under 
which , the Custodian shall main ain accounts as requ red by section 11; 

(c ) The manner in which themonies in any provident or other fund 
referred to in section 13 shall be dealt with ; 

(d ) any other matter which is required to be, or may be, pres. 
cribed ... 

(3 ) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act 
shall be la d , as soon as may be after it is made, before each Ho ise of 
Parliament, while it is in session , for a total period of hirty days which may 
be comprised in one session or in tio or more successive session , and if, 
before the expiry of the session immediately following the session or the 
successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modification 
in the rule or both Horses agree that th : rule should not be made, the rule 
shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as 
the case may be; so , however, that any such modification or annulment shall 
be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under 
that rule. 

31. - Power to remove difficulties. - If any difficulty arises in giving effect 
to the provisions of t is Act, the CentralGovernment may, by order, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, 1emove the difficulty : 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry of a period 
of two years from the date on which this Act rece ves the assent of the 
President. 

32. Declaration as to the policy of the State .-- It is hereby declared that 
this Act is for giving - ffect to the policy of the State toward : securing the 
principles specified n clause (b ) of article 39 of the Constitution . 

Explanation.-- In this section , “ State" has the same meaning as in 
article 12 of the Constitution . 

33. Rep.al and saving .- (1 ) The Braithwaite and Company (Indi ) 
Limited (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Ordinance, 1976 
(7 of 1976 ), is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the Ordinance so repealed shall be deemed to have been done of 
taken under the coresponding provisions of this Act.

THE SALARIES AND ALLOWANCES OF MEMBERS OF 

PARLIAMENT (AMENDMENT) ACT , 1976 
(As PASSED BY THE Houses of PARLIAMENT) 

(Act 105 of 1976 ) 

An 

ACT 
further to amend the Salaries and Allowances of Members of 

Parliament Act, 1954 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-seventh year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1 . Short title . This Act may be called the Salaries and Allowances 
of Members of Parliament (Amendment) Act, 1976 . 

2. Amendment of long title.-- In the Salaries and Allowances of 
Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 1954 ) (hereinafter referred to as 
the principal Act), in the long title, for the words " salaries and allowances” 
the words " salary , allowances and pension " shall be substituted . 

* 3. Amendment of section 1.- In section 1 of the principal Act, in 
sub section (1), for the words " Salaries and Allowances” the words " Salary, 
Allowances and Pension ” shall be substituted . 

4 . Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the principal Act, for 
sub -clause (b ) of clause (e), the following sub -clause shall be substituted , 
namely: 
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(b ) in relation to new member : 

(i) where such new member is a member of the Council of 
States elected in a biennial election , or nominated , to that House , 
the period beginning with the date of publication of the notifi 
cation in the official gazette notifying his name under section 
71 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951); or 

(ii) where such new member is a member of the House of the 
People elected in a general election held for the purpose of 
constituting a new House of the People , the period beginning with 
the date of publication of the notification of the Election Commis 
sion under section 73 of the said Act; or 

(ii) where such new member is a member of either House of 
Parliament elected in a by-election to that House or a mem 
ber nominated to the House of the People, the periód beginning 
with the date of his election referred to in section 67A of the 
said Act or, as the case may be the date of his nomination , 

and ending with , in each such case , the date on which his seat 

becomes vacant. " 
5. Amendment of section 5.— Section 5 of the principal Act shall be 
re-numbered as subsection ( 1) thereof and after that sub -section as so 
re-numbered , the following subsection shall be inserted , namely: 

“ (2 ) Where in any year a member does not perform during any 
session any such journey as is referred to in the second proviso to 
sub section (1), or the number of such journeys performed by him 
during any session is less than the maximum specified in that 
proviso with respect to such session , then , such member shall be 
entitled to perform all or , as the case may be , the remaining 
number, of such journeys during any other session or sessions in 
that year, in addition to the number of journeys which he is 
otherwise catiiled to perform under that proviso uuring such other 

session or sessions" . 
6. Insertion of new Section 6C . 

-After section 6B of the principal 
Act,the following segtion shall be inserted , namely: 

“ 6C . Air travel facilities in certain circumstances. - Without 
prejudice to the other provisions of this Act, where during any 
part of a year the usual place of residence of a member in his 
constituency is inaccessible to or from any place outside his consti 
tuency by road, rail or steaner due to climatic conditions, but 
there is air service between any place in his constituency, and the 
nearest place, having rail service , outside his constituency, such 
member shall be entitled to travel to and fio by air from the 
nearest place in his constituency where there is air service to such 
place having rail service :

Provided that where any person has served as aforesaid for a period 
exceeding five years, there shall be paid to him an additional pension of 
fifty rupees per mensem for every year in excess of five, so , however, that 
in no case the pension payable to such person shall exceed five hundred 
rupees per mensem . 

Explanation. - For the purposes of clauses ( iv ) and (v ) of sub -section 
(1 ), " Provisional Parliament" shall include the body which functioned as 
the Constituent Assembly of the Dominion of India immediately before 
the Commencement of the Constitution . 

(2) Where any person entitled to pension under sub-section 
(1 ), - 

(i) is elected to the office of the President or Vice-President 
or is appointed to the office of the Governor of any State or the 
Administrator of any Union territory; or 

(ii) becomes a member of the Council of States or the House 
of the People or any Legislative Assembly of a State or Union 
territory or any Legislative Council of a State or the Metropolitan 
Council of Delhi constituted under section 3 of the Delhi Adminis 
tration Act, 1966 (19 of 1966); er 

(iii) is employed on a salary under the Central Government or 
any State Government, or any corporation owned or controlled by 
the Central Government or any State Government or any local 
authority or becomes otherwise entitled to any remuneration from 
such Government, corporation local authority , 


such person shall not be entitled to any pension under sub-section 
(1) for the period during which he continues to hold such office or as such 
member, or is so employed , or continues to be entitled to such remuneration : 

Provided that where the salary payable to such person for hold 
ing such office or being such member or so employed , or where the 
remuneration referred to in clause (iii ) payable to such person , is, in 
either case , less than the pension payable to him under sub-section

(3 ) Where any person entitled to pension under sub -section (1) 
is also entitled to any pension from the Central Government or any State 
Government, or any corporation owned or controlled by the Central 
Government or any State Government, or any local authority , under any 
law or otherwise , then , 

( a ) where the amount of pension to which he is entitled 
under such law or otherwise, is equal to or in excess of that to which 
he is entitled under sub - section (1), such person shall not be entitled to 
any pension under that sub -section; and 

(b ) where the amount of pension to which he is entitled under 
such law or otherwise, is less than that to which he is entitled under 
sub-section ( 1), such person shall be entitled to pension under that 
sub -section only of an amount which falls short of the amount of pension 
to which he is otherwise entitled under that sub -section . 

(4 ) In computing the number of years, for the purposes of sub -section 
(1), the period during which a person has served as a Minister as defined in 
the Salaries and Allowances of Ministers Act, 1952 (58 of 1952) or an Officer 
of Parliament as defined in the Salaries and Allowances of Officers of 
Parliament Act, 1953 ( 20 of 1953). ( other than the Chairman of the Council 
of States), or both , by virtue of his membership in the House of the People 
or in the Council of States shall also be taken into account."

An 

Act 
to amend the Antiquities and Art Treasures Act, 1972 


BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement .-- (1) This Act may be called the 
Antiquities and Art Treasures (Amendment) Act, 1976 . 

( 2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 4th 
June, 1976 . 

2 . Amendment of section 5 .-- In section 5 of the Antiquities and Art 
Treasures Act, 1972 (52 of 1972. ) (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
Act), for the words " On and from the expiry of a period of two months of 
the commencement of this Act” , the words " As from the date of expiry of a 
period of six months from the commencement of this Act" shall be 
substituted . 

3. Amendment of section 16. - In section 16 of the principal Act, in sub 
section (2), for the words" shall be accompanied ” , the words " shall, in the 


case of such antiquities or class of antiquities as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, specify , be accompanied ” shall 
be substituted . 

4. Amendment of section 18. - In section 18 of the principal Act, after 
the words " owned , controlled or managed by the Government” , the words 
" or by any local authority or by any such body as the Central Government 
may, for reasons to be recorded in writing, approve for the purpose of this 
section by general or special order” shall be inserted . 

5. Repeal and saving .--- ( 1 ) The Antiquities and Art Treasures 
( Amendment) Ordinance , 1976 (4 of 1976.) is hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act, as amended by the said Ordinance, shall be deemed 
to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act.

S. R. O.No. 126/77.-- In pursuanre of sub-rule (2 ) of rule 5 of the 
rules for the Subsidised Housing Scheme for Plantation Labour, Kerala , 
1974 , the Government of Kerala hereby issue the following rules for the 
administration of the Pool Guarantee Fund set up in terms of sub -rule (2) of 
rule 5 of said rules . 

RULES 
1. Short title.--- These rules may be called the “ Rules for the Admini 
stration of Pool Guarantee Fund under Subsidised Housing Scheme for 
Plantation Labour Kerala , 1974." 

2. Definition .-- (a ) “ Rules " means the rules for thesubsidised Housing 
Scheme for Plantation Labour , Kerala as framed and amended by the State 
Government from time to time. 

(b ) " Fund ” means the Pool Guarantee Fund to be constituted 
as provided for in rule 3 below . 

( c ) " Government" means the Government of Kerala . 

( d ) " Employer" means an employer as defined in rule 2 (c) of the 
rules . 

3. (a ) An additionalinterest at the rate of half per cent per annum 
over and above the rate of interest prescribed in the rules shall be realised 
from the loanee to whom the security conditions are relaxed and credited to 
a new detailed head of account ( to be specificd later ), in the manner indi 
cated in sub rule (b ) below . 

(b ) All realisations of additional interest at 1 % on the loans 
advanced to loanees specified in sub rule (a ) abrve will be credited to a head 
of account (to be specified later ) . A corresponding amount will be simul 
taneously transferred to the fund by debit to the head of account to be 
specificd later) . 

(c ) To enable those deposits to carn- interest, the Government 
shall invest them in their securities or any other profitable securities. The 
transactions relating to these investments would be accommodated in a 
separate minor head ( to be specified later). 

(a ) The deposits in the Fund , along with interest , accruing on 
invertmentsmade out of it, which will also be credited to the Fund shall 
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constitute the Pool Guarantee Fund for the subsidised Housing Scheme for 
Plantation Labour to serve as collateral security for loans to be granted by 
Government to employers under the Rules. 

4. Losses on account of bad debts, if any, incurred by the Government 
as indicated in rule 20 of the rules or as a result of relaxation of the security 
provisions will be recouped by the Government from the fund, in the manner 
detailed in rule 5 of these rules with prior concurrence of the Government 
of India ; only after all normal methods of recovery have failed . 

5. (a) The Government will send a statement in December each year 
to theGovernment of India giving relevant particulars of each case of bad 
debts incurred during the preceding financial year, indicating the measures 
already taken to effect recovery and the amount proposed to be recouped 
from the Fund . On receipt of the approval of Government of India in the 
Ministry of Works & Housing, the Government will proceed to recoup the 
authorised amount from the sund in the manner indicated in sub rule (b ) 
below , 

(b ) Actual amount of principal of the loan written off will be 
debited to the head of account ( to be specified later). An equivalent amount 
will be transferred from the Fund and shown as deduct entry under the head . 
of account (to be specified later) as Deduct Amount met from the “ Subsi 
dised Housing Scheme for Plantation Labour Pool Gurantee Fund " . 

6. (a ) In the event of the Government s Liabilities on account of bad 
debts (arising out of the loans advanced under the Subsidised Housing 
Scheme for Plantation Workers after introducing these Rules) exceeding the 
amouat available in the fund during any year, such excess liabilites shall be 
shared equally among the Government of India , the State Government and 
the Commodity Board concerned . 

(b ) The contributions payable by the Central Government and 
the Commocity Board will be credited to the Head of acqount (to be speci 
fied later) 

7. If and when the Fund is wound up , surplus money in the Fund 
after meeting the Government s liabilities on account of bad debts arising 
out o loans advanced under th : Subsidised Housing Scheme for Plantation 
Worltrs after the introduction of these rules, shall be disposed of by the 
Government of India in consultation with the Government and the Commo 
dity Board (s) concerned . 

8. The Fund shall be operated on behalf ofthe State Government by 
one fits Secretaries to be nominated for the purpose by the State 
Government.

No. II dated 4-3-1976 as required un er Section 347 (5 ) of the Kera a 
Municipalities Act, 1980 ( Act 14 of 1961) is published for the information of 
the public as contemplated under section 350 of the said Act. 

Objccions or suggestions to the said draſt if any received within 30 days 
from the dite of publ cation of the said draft bye- laws in the Gazette will be 
duly considered by the Council. 

1. (a ) Those bye-laws shall be called Parur Municipal Water Supply 
bye- laws and shall come into force at once .

THE COCHIN PORT EMPLOYEES (TRAVELLING 

ALLOWANCE) REGULATIONS, 1977 
Section 1 - General 

1. These Regulations may be called the Cochin Port Employees (Travel 
ling Allowance) Regulations, 1977 . 

2. They shall come into force from the date of publication of the Regula 
tions in the official Gazette . 

3. These Regulations shall apply to all employees of the Board including 
those on deputation to the Board and those under contract or agreement to the 
extent not otherwise specified in the terms of deputation , contract or agree 
ment. 

4 . The Board reserves the power to interpret these Regulations and /or 
the Supplementary Regulations. The decisions of the Board in this respect 
shall be final. 


... 


Section 1 - Definitions 

5. Unless there be anything repugnant in the subject or context, the 
following terms are used in the sense herein explained : 

(i) Board , Chairman , and Head of Department shall have the 
meanings assigned to them in the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963. 

(i ) Employee means, any person appointed to any post in connec 
tion with the affairs of the Board but does not include B Category Workers 
and Casual employees." 

233 eg /MC 
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( iii) “ Pay means, the amount drawn monthly by an employee as 
basic pay or wages in respect of a post held by him plus personal pay plus 
Dearness Pay, Special Pay, Deputation Pay, Deputation Duty Allowance and 
any other emoluments classed as pay by the Board ." 

( iv) " Controlling Officer" : The Chairman, Deputy Chairman 
and the Heads of Departments shall be their own Controlling Officers as well 
as Controlling Officers for the employees working respectively under them , 
for the purpose of these Regulations . 

(v ) " Travelling Allowance" means an allowance intended to cover 
the expenses incurred on travelling in connection with the Board s affairs. 
Travelling Allowance is not intended to be a source of profit to the recipient. 

(vi) “ Daily Allowance" is a uniform allowance for each day or part 
of a day of absence from headquarters and is intended to cover all ordinary 
expenses incurred by an employee in consequence of such absence. 

(vii) " Journey Allowance” means an allowance to cover incidental 
expenses during journeys.on tour. 

(viii) " Headquarters" means the normal place of duty of an employee 
as may be fixed by the Board from time to time and covers an area within the 
radius of 8 kilometres from the normal place of duty . 

(ix ) " Public Conveyance" means a train , plane, taxi, bus or such 
other conveyance plying regularly on hire for the conveyance of passengers. 

(x ) " Tour” means the absence of an employee from the headquarters 
on duty with proper sanction . 

(xi) " Day " for the purpose of these Regulations will be reckoned as 
a period of 24 hours. 

(xii) " Journey” for the purpose of these Regulations will include not 
only the time spent on rail/road /air travelbut also any period of waiting which 
becomes necessary to catch connecting trains/buses /air flight etc. 

(xiii) " Appropriate route ” for the purpose of these Regulations will 
mean the route that is normally used by passengers between two stations. 
Note : - The Chairman shall be competent to decide either generally or 

in a specific instance that in respect of tour between stations that 
a particular route or more than one route shall be accepted as 

the " appropriate route” .for the purpose of these Regulations. 
(xiv ) “ Home Town” for the purpose of these Regulations will mean 
town or village in India which is declared by the employee as his “ Home Town ” . 
Note:-- After an employee makes a declaration regarding his " Home 

Town ” , he will be allowed to change it only once during his 
entire service, provided that the Chairman is satisfied that there 
is sufficient justification for such a change.

Section 11- Journeys on Tour 

6. A journey on tour shall be deemed to coinmence from and end at 
the headquarters of an employee. 

7. Travelling Allowance is admissible for journeys on tour by rail, air 
and/or road to the extent indicated below : 


A. By Rail : 

Cost of a single fare by the class of accommodation appropriate to the 
status of the employee , as indicated hereinafter plus 

( ii) daily allowance at the appropriate rates laid down in Regulations 
9 for the actual period of halt at the outstation plus 

(iii ) journey allowance at the appropriate rates as laid down in 
Regulation io . 

( 1) Airconditioned First Class. - The fare of Airconditioned First Class 
will be admissible only to employees in receipt of actual pay of Rs. 2,250 and 
above. In special circumstances, other employees entitled to travel by 
ordinary First Class may also travel by Airconditioned First Class with the 
permission of the Chairman . 

(2) First Class . - Employees in receipt of actual pay of Rs. 220 and 
above but below Rs. 2,250 are entitled to travel by First Class . 

(3) Second Class :–Employees whose actual pay is less than Rs. 220 
are entitled to travel by Second Class. 
Note : - (i) If an employee travels by a class other than that to which he 

is entitled , his claim will be limited , if he travels by the 
lower class, to the actual fare of the class by which he travels, 
and if he travels by a higher class to the maximum of the 
fare admissible for the class of accommodation to which 
he is entitled. Relaxation of this Regulation may be allow 

ed in exceptional cases only by the Chairman . 
(ii ) Pay does not include Dearness Pay for the purpose of this 

Regulations. 
B. By Air : 

(i) Actual air fare in the case of officers entitled to travel by air at their 
discretions as also in the case of officers specially permitted to travel by air 
by the Chairman , plus 

(ii) Daily Allowance at the appropriate rates laid down in Regulation 8 
for the actual period of halt at the outstation plus 

(ii) Journey Allowance at appropriate rates as laid down in Regvia 
tion 10 . 
Note :-- Employees in receipt of pay Rs. 1800 and above are entitled to travel 

by air at their discretion ; other employees may perform journeys on 
tour by air only if permitted by the Chairman . 


C. By Road: 

Daily Allowance at the appropriate rates laid down in Regulation 8 
for the actual period of halt at the outstation plusmileage allowance calculated 
as below : 

Where an employee performs the journey by bus or by sharing a taxi 
or other public conveyance, the actual fare subject to ceiling of 10 paise per 
kilometre plus journey allowance at the appropriate rates as laid down in 
Regulation 10. Only officers drawing above Rs. 1,000 will be allowed to 
travel by bus or other public conveyance, the actual fare of which exceeds 
the rate of 10 paise per kilometre and to claim such actual fare . 

( ii ) Where an employee performs the journey by taxi, scooter etc. 
without sharing the accommodation with other persons, he will be paid road 
mileage at the rates laid down below : 

Employees in receipt of pay of Rs. 1000 and above Re. 0.75 per km . 
Employees in receipt of pay in the pay range of 
Rs. 220-999 

Re. 0.50 per km . 
Employees in receipt of pay below Rs. 220 

Re. 0.25 per km . 
(iii ) Where an employee performs the journey in his own conveyance , 
road mileage at the rates prescribed in sub -regulation ( ii) will be allowed . 

(iv) An employee performing a journey by a conveyance owned by the 
Board or by another employee who is paid Travelling Allowance for the jour. 
ney, will not be eligible for any road mileage.

(iv ) No daily allowance in the case of categories A to C and board 
ing allowance in the case of categories D and E will be admissible if the halt 
at outstation does not exceed 6 hours. For halt exceeding 6 hours but not 
exceeding 12 hours, only half daily allowance in the case of categories A 
to C and half the boarding expenses including cash allowance in the case 
of D and E will be allowed . For halt exceeding 12 hours, full daily 
allowance in the case of categories A to C and full boarding expenses 
including cash allowance in the case of categories D and E will be 
allowed . 

9. If an employee is treated as guest of any Port Trust, Government or 
any other organisation , the daily allowance shall be regulated in the manner 
indicated below : 

(a ) When lodging is provided free. - Half the daily allowance in the case 
of categories A to C and only the boarding expenses including cash allow 
ance in the case of categories D and E .

journeys shall be restricted to Rs. 10 or one daily allowance at the ordinary 
rates given in Regulation 8 whichever is more. 
Note: --- The ceiling of Rs. 10 would apply to the total air journey between th 

starting station and the destination even if the journey by air bet 
ween these stations is performed by more than one service. How 
ever, if any official duty is required to be performed by the touring 
officer at the place of termination of one service before he avails him 
self of another service, each of the journeys from the starting station 
to the intermediate station and from the latter to the destination should 
be treated as a single air journey for the purpose of the aforesaid limit 
of Rs. 10. However in cases of air journeys involving an overnight 
halt an intermediate station either due to non- availability of a con 
necting service or due to the cancellation of the connecting service 
for which the Indian Airlines corporation does not provide at its 
expense any facility for boarding or lodging to the touring officer,half 
daily allowance at the rate applicable to the intermediate station 
may be drawn in respect of any such overnight halt in addition to the 

allowance for incidental expenses admissible for the air journey . 
11. In case where an employee on tour at out-stations have to carry heavy 
official records or have to visit on duty a number of offices on the same day, 
actual taxi fare incurred by them may be reimbursed with the special per 
mission of the Chairman , 


Section IV - Journey on Transfer 

12. A journey on transfer shall be deemed to commence at the residence 
of an employee in the Headquarters station in which he is employed and shall 
end at his residence in the station to which he is transferred . 


13. Travelling allowance is not admissible to an employee on transfer 
from one station to another unless he is transferred for the public convenience 
and is entitled to pay during the period occupied by the journey. A transfer 
at his own request should not be treated as a transfer for the public conve 
nience unless the authority sanctioning the transfer for special reasons which 
should be recorded , otherwise directs. 

-14 . (a ) Unless in any case it be otherwise expressly provided in these 
Regulations an employee is entitled for a journey on transfer, to lump sum 
as follows whether the journey is performed by rail/road /air/steamer alone 
or in combination with one another and in addition to the following : - 
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Transfer grant. - An employee on transfer will draw lump sum as follows:

(ii) An employee travelling by air on transfer between places connected 
by road only, is entitled to draw 

(a) If he is authorised to travel by air on transfer, the air fares actually 
paid for himself and members of his family , or if he is not so authorised lower 
of the following two : 

( 1) the air fare actually paid for himself and the members of his 

family; or 
(2 ) a single road mileage allowance at the rate which would have 

been applicable to him had he performed the journey by road 
if he travels alone, at twice the above rate if he is accompanied by 
two members of his family , and at thrice the above rates if 

accompanied by more than two members of his family . 
II. For a Journey by Road : 

(a) (i) Hemay draw mileage allowance at the rate applicable to him 
under Regulation 7. 

(ii) Hemay draw additional mileage allowance at the rate applicable 
to him if two members of his family accompany him and at twice that rate if 
more than two members accompany him . 

(iii ) For the transportation of personal effects, within the limits 
prescribed in sub -clause I (iii ) of this clause, he may draw mileage allowance 
at the rate to be fixed by competent authority. The rate will be calculated 
on the average cost of conveying goods by the cheapest method of conveyance. 

( iv ) Subject to the fulfilment of conditions (1) and (2 ) in sub-clause I 
(iv) of this clause he may be allowed for the transportation of his motor car 
loaded on truck an allowance calculated at the rate of 10 paise per kilometre. 

The allowance of 10 paise per kilometre may also be allowed for distance 
in excess of 150 kilometres, in cases where the motor car is transported under 
its own power and the officer or his family is not travelling in it. 

(b ) . The following explanations are given of terms employed in clause 
(a ) of this regulation : 

(i) The term “personal effects is not subject to definition , but the 
controlling officer must satisfy himself that a claim to reimbursement on 
account of transportation is reasonable . 

(ii ) The term motor cycle includes a side car. 

( iii ) A member of an employee s family who follows him within 
six months from the date of his transfer or proceeds him by notmore than one 
month may be treated as accompanying him . These time limits may be 
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extended by the Chairman in individual cases attendant with special circum 
stances. Il such member travels to the new station from a place other than the 
employee s old station , the employee may draw the actual lare for the journey 
made by such members by rail or steamer plus the road mileage if any, at 
the rate and subject to the conditions prescribed in clause II (ii ), for the 
actual distance of the road journey performed by such member : provided that 
their sum shall not exceed the total mileage allowance that would have been 
admissible had such member proceeded from the old to the new station . 

(c) An employee who claims higher travelling allowance on the 
ground thatmembers of his family accompanied him on transfer must support 
his claim by a certificate showing the members and relationship of the said 
members . 

(d ) An employee claiming the cost of transporting personal effects 
must support his claim by a certificate that the actual expenses incurred was 
not less than the sum claimed . He should state in the certificate the approxi. 
mate weight of personal effects actually carried and the amount actually paid 
for their transport separately by rail, road , steamer or other craft, and the 
Controlling Oificer shall scrutinise the details and satisfy himself that the 
claim is reasonable . 

(e) An employee claiming the costing of transporting a conveyance 
by rail or steamer must support his claim by the railway or steamer receipt. 
In case where the receipt has been lost or has been surrendered to the railway or 
steamer authorities without a cash receipt having been obtained in exchange and 
where the production of a duplicate receipt is likely to involve a dispro 
portionate amount of trouble, the Financial Adviser & Chief Accounts Officer 
may, at his discretion dispense with the production of the receipt and accept 
a certificate to the effect that the amount claimed is not more than the expense 
actually incurred. 

15 . If the family of an employee, in consequence of his transfer, travels 
to a station other than the new headquaters, travelling allowance for the 
journcy of the family may be drawn subject to the condition that it does not 
exceed the travelling allowance that would have been admissible if the family 
had proceeded to the new headquarters station . 

16. (1) Periods of absence on duty shall be regulated on the following 
basis : 

(a) Periods upto 90 days — as " tour" ;. 

(b ) Periods exceeding 90 days but upto one year— “ Temporary 
Transfer 

(c) Periods excecding one year— " Transfer” . 

( 2) (a ) Full daily allowance at prescribed rates may be drawn for 
tours upto 30 days. For periods in excess of 30 days and upto 90 days, Daily 
Allowance at half the rates prescribed in Regulation 8 (i) may be drawn by 
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employees of categories A , B and C. Categories D and E may draw accommo 
dation charges at prescribed Hotels plus half the cash allowance or, in the 
alternative, they may draw full cash allowance without any accommodation 
charges . 

(b ) . In cases of temporary transfer, Travelling Allowance as on 
regular transfer may be allowed . However outstation allowance calculated 
as under may also be allowed in addition : 
For Bombay, Delhi & Calcutta : 25 % of the basic pay subject to a . 

minimum of Rs. 50 and a maxi 

mum of Rs. 300 per month . 
For Other Stations : 

15 % of basic pay, subject to a 
minimum of Rs. 30 and a maximum 

of Rs. 200 per month . 
Trainee employees who are sent on temporary transfer purely for training 
purposes will not however be entitled to the above outstation allowance. 

(c) Perma:ient transfers, i.e., transfers for period ; exceeding one 
year will be regulated in accordance with Regulatio.us 12 to 15 . 


Section V - Miscellaneous 


terms 


17. Travelling Allowance for journey to take up appointment under the Board . - No 
Travelling Allowance is admissible for the journey to take up appointment 
under the Board ." In the case of employces recruited by transfer from 
Government Departments /Undertaking , etc., Travelling Allowance as on 
transfer shall be admissible unless otherwise provided under the 
of deputation /transfer : 

Provided that when Scheduled Castes/ Scheduled Tribes candidates are 
called for test and for interview for appointment to Class III and IV posts, 
they shall be paid single 3rd Class rail fares, chargeable by passenger train , 
by the shortest route from the railway station nearest to their normal place 
of residence, or from which they actually performed the journcy, whichever 
is nearer to the place of interview , and back to the same station provided 
the distance travelled by rail each way exceeds fifty milcs. No extra charges, 
if any, incurred for reserving seat/sleeping berth in the train will , however, 
be reimbursed to the candidates. 

For road journeys between stations not connected by rail such candidates 
will be paid road mileage as provided in Regulation 7 C : 

Provided further that if it is considered by the Chairman that it is 
desirable to offer reimbursement of the actual travelling expenses in order to 
attract sufficient number of candidates for any specified category , he any 
in such cases sanction payment of single rail fare chargeable by passenger train 
by the shortest route from the Railway Station nearest to the normal place of 
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residence of the candidate or from which he/she actually performs the journey , 
whichever isncarcr to the place of intervicw , and back to the same stations, 
provided the distance travelled by rail cach way cxcccds 50 miles. No cxtra 
charges, if any, incurred for reserving scat or sleeping berth in the train will , 
however, bc reimbursed to the candidate. For road journcys between stations 
not connected by rail, such candidates may be paid road milcage as provided 
in Regulation 7 (c). The class of rail journcy in such cascs will be decided 
by thc Chairman with reference to the status of the post to which a candidate 
is called for test and /or intervicw . 

18. Travelling Allowance for journey to attend Court as an Assesser, Juror or to 
give evidence etc. - An employee summoned to Court as an Assessor, Juror or 
to give cvidence or to submit records for examination will be eligible for 
travelling allowance as on tour, but any amount received from the court 
toward ; expenses will be , deposited to ihe credit of the Board . 
Note : - Travelling Allowance under this Regulation will be admissible only 

if the cmployee is called to give evidence in respect of matters which 

came to his knowledge by virtue of his official duties in the Board . 
19. Travelling Allowance for journey by an employee under suspension. - An 
employec placed under suspension will be allowed travelling allowance as 
on tour if he is required by the competent authority to travel to a place other 
than the place of his normal duty before suspension . The Travelling Allow 
ance claim of such an employee will be regulated with reference to his pay 
before suspension 

20. Travelling Allowance for journey to attend a departmental enquiry. - An 
employee called by the competent authority from his headquarters station to 
attend a Departmental Enquiry may be granted Travelling Allowance as 
on tour for the journcy. 

21. Travelling Allowance for journey to attend a course or seminar discussion etc. 
An employee, who is allowed to attend a course or seminar under orders of 
the competent authority, will be eligible for travelling allowance as on tour 
but any amount received towards expenses from the Body or Association which 
conducts the seminar or discussion or course should be deposited to the credit 
of the Board . 


22. Travelling Allowance for journey on retirement.-- Subject to such restrictions 
as may be imposcd by the competent authority , an employce on retirement 
may be granted actual fare of the class to which he is entitled for him and 
for his family if they actually travel by that class or the fare of the lower class 
by which the journey has been performed , for proceeding from his place of 
duty at the time of retirement to his home town or to the place where he 
intends to settle. He may also be reimbursed the actual transportation cost 
of his personal effects from his last place of duty to the place where he setuled 
subject to the normal ceiling as on transfer. 
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No employee will be allowed Travelling Allowance by air conditioned 
1st Class or by Air for journeys performed on retirement. 

23. Trarelling Allowance for journey of family on decth of employee. The 
family of an employee who dies while in service may be granted travel.ing 
allowance to the extent it is admissible had the journey been performed on 
retirement of the employee as specified in Regulation 22 . 

24. Travelling Allowance for journeys not covered by these Regulations. - For.. 
journeys not covered by these Regulations, Travelling Allowance may be 
allowed at such rates and to such extent as may be decided by the Board .

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( e) " Interlocutory Application " means an application to the Tribunal 

in any appeal or proceedings already instituted before the Tribunal; 
“ Rules" means the rules framed under the Act; 
" Secretary" means the person who is for the time being discharging 

the functions of Secretary to the Tribunal; 
( h ) “ State Representative" means an Officer appointed by the State 

Government to receive on their behalf notices and orders issued 
by the Tribunal and generally to appear, act and plead before the 
Tribunal on behalf of the State and includes an Officer appointed 

to act on his behalf in his absence . 
Note :-All the words and expressions used herein and defined in the 
Act and the Rules and not hereinbefore defined shall be deemed to have the 
meanings respectively attributed to them in the Act and the Rules. 

3. Appellate Authority.- (1) The Appellate Authority shall consist of the 
following members, namely : 
(a ) a Judicial Officer not below the rank of a District Judge who shall be 

the Chairman of the Appellate Authority ; 
(b ) an Administrator who shall be an Officer not below the rank of 

Joint Secretary to Government; 
( c) a Technical Officer not below the rank of Chief Engineer . 


4. Head quarters. The Headquarters of the Appellate Authority shall 
be at Trivandrum . 

5. Places of Hearing. - All appeals and applications shall ordinarily be 
heard at the Headquarters : 

Provided that the Chairman may decide whether any appeal or 
application shall be heard at any other place in the State of Kerala . 

6. Office hours etc. — The Office of the Appellate Authority shall observe 
the same office hours and holidays as other Public Offices of the State. 

7. Appeal.- ( 1) Every appeal to the Appellate Authority shall be 
in the form appended to these rules and shall be accompanied by 
(i) the original order appealed against or a certified copy thereof ; 

a chalan receipt evidencing the payment of a sum of Rs. 250 
(Rupees two hundred and fifty only) as fees in favour of the Board : 

Provided that every memo of appeal and petition shall be in quadru 
plicate and the memo of appeal shall be accompanied by four copies onc 
of which shall be the certified copy of the order appealed against. 

8. Presentation of Appeal. - The appeal shall be presented either person 
ally or Isy registered post to the Secretary to the Appellate Authority . 
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9. Appearance etc. - Any appearance or application made or act done 
before or to the Appellate Authority, which is required or authorised by law 
to bemade or done by a party may, cxcept where otherwisc provided be made 
or done by the party in person or by his rccognised agent or by a pleader on 
his behalf.

(6 ) “ Burmah Shell " means the Burmah She l Oil Storage and 
Distributing Company of India Limited , a foreign company within the 
meaning of section 591 of the Companies Act, 1956. (1 of 1956 ), 
incorporated in England in 1928 and having its registered office at 
Burmah House, Pipers Way , Swindon , Wiltshire, England ; 

( " Government company " means a Government company as 
defined in section 617 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ); 

(d ) " notification " means a notification published in the Official 
Gazette; 

(e) " prescribed " means prescribed by rulesmade under this Act. 


CHAPTER II 
ACQUISITION OP THE UNDERTAKINGS IN INDIA OF BURMAN SHELL 


3. Transfer and vesting in the Central Government of the undertakings of 
Burmah Shell in India.-On the appointed day, the right, title and interest of 
Burmah Shell, in relation to its undertakings in India , shall stand transferred 
to , and shall vest in , the Central Government. 

4. General effect of vesting.- (1) The undertakings referred to in 
section 3 shall be deemed, save as otherwise provided in sub -section ( 3), to 
include all assets, rights, powers, authorities and privileges and all property , 
movable and immovable , cash balances, reserve funds, book -debt, invest 
ments and all other rights and interests in , or arising out of, such property 
as were, immediately before the appointed day, in the ownership, porsession, 
power or control of Burmah Shell, in relation to its undertakings in India , 
and all books of account, registers, records and all other documents of 
whatever nature relating the reto and shall also be deemed to include all 
borrowings, liabilities (including the liability for the payment of any pension 
and other pensionary benefits to the persons. employed in relation to its 
undertaking, in India ) and obligations of whatever kind then subsisting of 
Burmah Shell in relation to its undertakings in India ; 
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Provided that remittance outside India of any money for the payment 
of pension or other pen ionary benefits shall be subject to the rules and 
segulations for the time being in force in relation to such remittance . 

(2 ) The profits earned by Burmah Shell in relation to its undetakings 
In India from the 1st day of January, 1975, shall be payable to the Central 
Government. 

(3) The undertakings referred to in sub -section (1) shall not include 
the following, namely: 

(a ) any trade mark , and any right of Burmah Shell to use any 
trade mark in India , as specified in the First Schedule; 

( b ) all patents and designs registered in India in the name of 
Burmah Shell; 

(c) the item described as " Loans in United Kingdom from share 
holders and/or their associated companies" in the accounts of Burmah 
Shell , filcd pursuant to sec ion 594 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 
1956 ) as at 31st day of December, 1974 . 

(4) . Unless otherwise expressly provided by this Act, all deeds, bonds, 
agreements , powers of attorney , grants of legal representation and other 
instruments of whatever nature in relation to the undertakings of Burmah 
Shell in India , subsisting or having effect immediately before the appointed 
day , and to which Burmah Shell is a party or which are in favour of 
Burmah Shell shall be of as full force and effect against or in favour of the 
Central Government and may be enforced or acred upon as fully and 
effectually as if in the place of Burmah She 1 the Central Government 
had been a party thereto or as if they had been issued in favour of the 
Central Government. 

(5 ) If, on the appointed day , any suit, appeal or other proceeding of 
whatever nature, in relation to the undertakings of Burmah Shell in India, 
wh ch have been ransferred to and ves ed in the Central Goverom nt 
under section 3, is pending by or against Burmah Shell, the same shal 
not abate, be discontinued or be, in any way , prejudicially affected by 
reason of the transfer of the undertakings of Burmah Shell or of anything 
con ained in this Art, but the suit , appeal or oth r proceedings may be 
continued , prosecuted and enforced by or against the Central Government, 
or, where the uudertaking is directed under section ,7 to vest in any Govern 
ment company , by or against the Government company . 

5. Central Government to be lessee or tenant under certain circumstances. 
(1) Where any propery is held in India by Burmah Shell under any 
lease or under any right of tenancy , the Central Government shall, on 
and from the appo nted day , be deemed to have become the lessee or 
tenant, as the case may be , in respect of such property as if the lease or 
tenancy in relation to such property had been granted to the Central 
Government, and thereupon all the rights under such lease or tenancy 
shall be deemed to have been transferred to , and vested in , the Central 
Government. 


(2 ) On the expiry of the term of any lease or tenancy referred to in 
subsection ( ) , such lease or tenancy shall, if så desired by the Central 
Gove,nment, be reni wed on th same terms and conditions on which the 
lease or tenancy was held by Burmah Shell immediately before the 
appointed day! 

6. Removal of doubts .- (1) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby 
declared tha : he provision of sections , 4 and 5 shall apply to the extent 
to which any p operty apperta ns to the business carried on by Burmah 
Shell in li dia ; and to the rights and powers acquired , and to debts, 
liabilities and obligations incu . Ted , and to contracts , agreements and other 
instruments made, by Burmah Shell in India , and to legal proceedings 
Ielating to those matters pending in any court or tribunal in India .. 

(2 ) If any question arises as to whether any property appertains, on 
the appointed day , io any husine: s of Burmah Shell in India , or whether 
&ry rights , powers, debts, liabilities or obligations were acquired or incurred 
or any convract, agreement or other instrument was made by Burmah Shell 
for the purposes of it. business in India , or whether any documents relate to 
those purposes, the question sba l be referred to the Central Government 
which shall, after giving an opportunity of being heard to the persons 
interested in the matter, decide it in such manner as it may think fit. 

7. Power of Central Government to direct vesting of the undertakings of the 
Burmah Shell in a Governm :nt company, - (1 ) Notwithstanding anyi hing.cnn . 
tained in sections 3, 4 and 5 , the Central Government mav, if it is entisfied 
that a Gvernment company is willing to comply, or has complied , with 
such terms and conditions asthat. Guvernment may think fit io impose , 
direct by notification , that the right, title and interest and the liabilities of 
Buimah Shell in relation to any of its under akings in India sha 1, instead of 
continuing 10 vest in the Central Gvernment, vest in the Government 
con pany either on the date of the notification or on such carlier or la er 
date (rot heirg a date earlier ihan the appointed day) as may be specified 
in the notification . 

. (2 ) Where the right, title and interest and the liabllities of Burmab 
Shell in relation to its undertakings in Iod a vest in a Giveron ent com . 
pany under subsection (1 ), the Government c mpany shall, on and from 
the date of such vesting, be de med to have become the owner, tenant or 
lessee , as the case may br, in relation to such undertakings, and all the 
rights and liabilities of the Central Governmint in relation 10 buch under 
taking sh 11 , on and from the date of schvesiing , be deemed to hayo 
become the rights and liabilities, respectively, of ibe Government company.. 

(3) The provisions of subsecrion ( 2) of section 5 shall apply to a lease 
or tenancy, which vests in a Guven ment company, as they apply to a 
lease or ien incy ves ed in the Central Government and reference therein 
to the Central Government shall be construed as a reference to the 
Government company .

8. Payment of amount.-- ( 1) For the transfer and vesting in the Central 
Government, under sections 3 and 4 , of the right, title and interest of 
Burmah Shell in relation to its undertakings in India , and for the vesting is 
the Central Government, ur der section 5 , of the rights specified therein , 
there shall be paid by the CentralGovernment to Burmah Shell an amount 
of rupees twenty-seven creres and seventy - five lakhs in such instalments and 
in such manner as are specified in the Second Schedule . 

(2) Taxes , if any, payable in India by Bumah Shell by reason of the 
payment of the amount specified in subsection ( 1) sball be paid by the 
Central Government 1o Burmah Shell io Indian currency , and any amount 
received by Burmah Snell by way of refund of taxes 8 ) paid shall be paid 
back by Burmah Shell to the Central Government. 

(3 ) The amount specified in subsection (1) shall carry iaterest, free 
of income-tar at the rate of eight per cent, per annum from the Ist day 
of January, 1976, till the date ofpayment in the manner specitied in the 
Second Schedule . 


CHAPTER III 


PROVISIONS RELATING TO EMPLOYEES OF BURMAH SHELL 


9. Transfer of service of existing employees of Burmah Shell.- ( 1) Every 
whole-time officer or other employee of Burmah Shell who was, immediately 
before the appointed day, emp oyed by Burmah Shell in connection with its 
under takings i. India , and every whole -time officer or other employee of 
Burmah Shell who was, immediately before the appointed day, temporarily 
holdi g any assignment outside India, sholl, on the appointed day, become 
an officer or other er ployee, as the case may be, of the Central Goverrment 
or the Government com any in which the right, tiile and in erest of Buimah 
Sh ll in relation to its under takings in India have vested under this Act and 
shall hold office or service under the Central Government or the Govern 
mirt company, as the case may be, on the same terms and conditions and 
with the ame rights to rersion , gratuity ard other matters as would have 
been admissible to him if there had been no such vesting and shall continue 
to do so unless and until his en ployment under the Central Government or 
the Government company is dulyteimir ated or until his remuneration 
and conditions of service are duly altered by the Central Government or the 
Government company. 

(2) If any question ar ses as to whether any persoa was a whole 
time officer or oher employee of Burmah Shill, or as to whether any officer 
or other employee was employed wholly or mainly in connection with the 
tedertakingsof Burnah Shell, in India immediately before the appointed 
day , or whether any whole-time officer or other employee of Burmah Shell 
was temporarily holding any assignment outsid : India , the question shall be 
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referred , within a period of two years from the appointed day and not there 
after , to the Central Governmentwhich shall , after giving an opportunity of 
being heard to the person concerned in the matter, decide it in such man . 
ner as it thinks fit and such decision shall be final. 

( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947, (14 of 1947) the Payment of Gratuity Act, 1972, (39 of 1972) or 
in any other law for the time being in force, the transfer of the services of 
any officer or other employee under subsection (1) shall not entitle any 
such officer or other employee to any compensation or gratuity under those 
Acts or such other law , and no such claim shall be entertained by any court, 
tribunal or other authority , 


10. Provident, superannuation , welfare fund , etc.- (1) Where a provident, 
superannuation , welfare or other fund has been established by Burmah Shell 
for the benefit of the persons employed by it in connection with its under 
takings in India, the moneys relatable to the employees 

(i) whose services are transferred by, or under this Act to the 
Cential Government or the Government company; or 

(ii) who are in receipt of pension or other pensionary benefits in 
mediately before the appointed day, 
shall, out of the moneys standing, on that day , to the credit of such provi. 
dent, superannuation , welfare or other fund stand transterred to , and vested 
in , the CeniralGovernment or the Government company, as the case may 
be, free from any trust that may have been constituted by Burmah Shel in 
respect thereof. 

(2) Themoneys which stand transferred , under subsection (1), to 
the Central Government or the Government company shall be dealt wi h by 
the Central Government or that company, as the case may be, in such 
manner as may be prescribed . 

( 3) The Government company in which the undertakings of Burmah 
Shell in Iadia are directed to be vested shall , as soon as may be after the 
date of vesting, constitute, in respect of the moneys ar d other assets which are 
transferred to, and vested in , it under this section , one or more trusts having 
objects as similar to the objects of the existing trusts as in the circumstances 
may be practicable, so, however, that the rignts and interests of the benefi 
ciaries of the trust referred to in subsection (1) are not in any way , preju . 
diced or diminished... 


(4 ) Where all the moneys and other assets belonging to an existing 
trust are trar sferred to and vested in the Central Government or the 
Government company under this section , the trustees of such trust shall , as 
som i he date of such vesting , stand discharged from the trust except as 
espects things done or omitted to be done before the date of such vesting . 
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CHAPTER IV 


MISCELLANEOUS 


11. Effect of Act on other laws. — The provisions of this Act shall have effect 
notwithstanding anything inconsistent therewith contained in any other law 
for the time being in force or in any instrument having effect by virtue of 
any law other than this Act or in any decree or order of any court, tribunal 
or other authority . 

12. Du y to deliver possession of properlies etc .- (1). Where any property, 
appertaining to any undertaking of Burrah Shell in India has been trotse 
ferred to , and vested in , the Central Government or the Government com 
pany under this Act , 

(a ) every person in whose possession , custody or control any 
such property may be, shall , on a demand by the Central Government 
or the Government company, as the case may be, deliver the property 
to the Central Government or the Government company, as the case 
may be, forthwith ; 

(b ) any person who , immediately before such vesting has in his 
possession , custody or control any books, documents or other papers 
relating io the undertakings of Burmah Shell in India, shall be liable to 
account for the said books, documents and papers to the Central 
Government or the Government company, as the case may be, and 
shall deliver them up to the CentralGovernment or that company or to 
such person as the CentralGovernment or that company may authorise 
in this bebalf; 

(2 ) Without prejudice to the otherprovisions contained in this section , 
it shall be lawful for the Central Government or the Government 
company to take all necessary steps for taking possession of all proper 
ties which have been transferred to and vested in , it under this Act. 

13. Contracts to continue unless terminated by Central Government.-- (!) 
Every contract entered into by BurmahShell for any service , sale or supply in 
India , and in force immediately before te appointed day , shall, unless 
terminated under subsection (2) within one year from the appointed 
day , continue to be of full force and effect against or in favour of the Cetral 
Government or the Government company in which the undertakings of 
Burmah Shell in India have vested under this Act . 

(2 ) The Central Government may , if it is satisfied that any contract 
referred to in subsection ( 1) is unduly onerous or has been 

entered 
into in bad faith or is detri vental to the interests of that Government or the 
Government company, by order in writing , either terminate such contract 
ormake such alterations or modifications therein as it may thiuk fit: 

Provided that the Central Government shall not terminate any con . 
tract, or make any , alteration or modification therein except after giving 
to the parties to the contract, a reasonable opportunity of being beard and 


except after recording , in writing , its reasons for such termination , alteraa 
tion or modification , as the case may be. 
14. Penalties . Any person who , 

(a ) having in his possession , custody or control any property 
forming part of any undertaking of Burmah Shell in Indió wrongfully 
withholds such property from the Central Government or the Govern 
ment company ; or 

(b ) wrongfully obtains possession of or retains any property form 
ing part of any undertaking of Burmah Shell in India ; or 

(c ) wilfully withholds or fails to furnish to the Central Government 
or the Government company or any person specified by the Central 
Government or that company, any books, documents or 

other papers 
relating to any ur dertaking of Burmah Shell in India which may be in 
his possession , custody or control; or 

(d ) fails to deliver to the Central Government or the Govern . 
mentcompany, any assets, books of account, registers or other documents 
in his possession , custody or contro relating to any undertaking of 
Burmah Shell in India ; or 

(e) wrongfully removes or destroys any property pertaining to any 
undertaking of Burmah Shell in India , or 

(C) worngfully uses any property forming part of the undertakings 
of Burmah Sheil in India , 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to two 
years, or with fine which may extend to ten thousand 

rupees, or with 
both . 

15. Offences by companies.- (1) Where an offence under this Act has 
been committed by a company, every per: on who, at ihe time the offence 
was committed was in charge of, and was responsible to, the company for 
the conduct of the business of the company , as well as the company, shall 
be deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded 
against and punished accordingly : 

Provided that pothing contained in this subsection shall render any 
such person liable to any punishment, it he proves that the offence was 
committed without his knowledge or that he had exercised all due dilige 
ence to prevent the commission of such offence. 
(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in subsection 

( 1), where 
any offence under this Act has been sommit ed . by a company and it is 
proved that the offence has been committed with the conseat or connivance 
of or is attributable to, any neglect on the part of, any director ,mana 
ger, secretary or other officer shall be deemed to be guilty of that offence and 
shall be laible to be proceeded against and punished accordingly . 

Explanaticn . - For the purposes of this section 

(a ) " company" means any body corporate and includes a firm or 
other association of individuals; and 
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(b ) " director " in relation to a firm ,means a partner in the firm . 
16. Protection of action taken in good faith .---No suit, prosecution or 
other legal proceeding shall lie against the Central Government or the 
Government company or any of its officers or other employecs for anything 
which is in good faith done or intended to be donc under this Act. 

17. Cognizance of offences.- Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973, (2 of 1974 ) no court shall take congizance 
of any offence against this Act except on a complaint, in writing , made by 
the Central Government or any officer authorised in this behalf by that 
Government. 

18. Indemnity .-- Every officer of the CentralGovernment and every officer 
or other employee of Government company shall be indemnificd by the 
Central Government or the Government company, as the case may be, 
against all losses and expenses incurred by him in , or in relation to the 
discharge of his duties under this Act except such as have been caused by 
his own wilful act or default. 

19. Power to remove difficulties. If any difficulty arises in giving effect 
to the provisions of this Act, the Central Government may , by order, not 
inconsistentwith the provisions of this Act, remove the difficulty: 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry of a period 
of two years from the appointed day. 

20. Power to make rales— (1) The Central Government may , by notifi 
cation, make rules to carry out the provisious of this Act. 

( 2 ) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act 
shall be laid , as soon as may be after it is made, before cach House of 
Parliar ent while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which may 
be comprised in one session or in two or more successive sessions, and if, 
before the expiry ofthe session immediately following the session or the 
successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modification 
in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule should not be made, the 
rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no 
effect, as the case may be; so however, that any such modificatioa or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously 
done under that rule.
